Southard, of Ohio, has introduced a bill 
in the House amending the Constitution m 
regard to the manner of electing the Ex­ 
ecutive. It provides that the Executive 
power shall be invected in three Prest' 
dents constituting a Supreme Executive 
Council of Three, to be elected by the 
qualified Electors of each and all of the 
States, sud escb to be taken from one of 
three several prominent sections of the 
United States, known, one as the Western 
States, one as the Eastern and Middle 
States, and the other as the Southern 
States, and no two of whom shall be citi­ 
zens of the same section or district of conn* 
try. The term ot office shall be six years, 
and no President having served a full term 
shall be eligible tor a second term ; and at 
the first election under this article the 
President from the Western District shall 
be elected for a fractional term of two 
years, and the one from the Southern Dis* 
trict for a fractional term of four years, 
and the one from the Eastern and Middle 
District for the full term of six years, and 
after the first election one President shall 
be elected from one of the three several 
district* every two years. Instead of a 
Vice-President, now provided for, the Sen­ 
ate shall every tour years elect a President 
of the Senate who is not a member of that 
body, and who, as presiding officer, shall 
have and exercise all the authority here­ 
tofore conferred on the Vice-President 
The bill further provides that each of the 
Presidents shall receive compensation not 
exceeding $30,000 per year. 


The Cabinet discussed the Silver bill 
yesterday, after which the belief became 
current that the President would veto the 
bill Sherman, while he did not like the 
general provisions ot the bill, did not favor 
a veto. Evarts declared against a veto on 
the ground of policy, as Le thought Con­ 
gress wouldjover-rlde a veto.

At the

cussion lasting nearly two hours, in which 
the President took very little part beyond 
an inquiry now and then. 
He stated at 
the outset that he desired the Cabinet to 
express their opinions but preferred to re­ 
serve his own. 
Secretary Sherman gave the bill a better 
character than any of his colleagues ex­ 
pected, and there was considerable sur­ 
prise, and he thought the bill, lf it became 
a law, would aid materially in the resump­ 
tion of specie payments and that, while it 
was not exactly such legislation as he wish 
ed, he could make the bill very useful in 
improving the financial condition of the 
country. He was uot in favor of its veto, 
as a matter of policy, as Congress would 
nullity it, but he was in favor of it as 
matter of principle, as the President could 
not consistently approve such a bill 
He 
hoped toe veto would not prevent its pas­ 
sage, for some silver legislation was inevi­ 
table, and this bill was as reasonable a 
measure ai could be expected.

The end ta at H and—Speculation Concern* 
ing the Demands of R ussia—Terrible Ag- 
itatian in England. 
London, Feb. 27.—The end is at hand. 
The treaty of peace does not seem to have 
yet been sigoed, but it is known that all 
its terms have been agreed upon, and the 
delay is due to a desire to prepare for car­ 
rying them out before they are made pub 
lie. The cession of the greater part of the 
Turkish fleet is btill one of them. 
Appearances indicate that Russia has no 
intention of relmgui9bing any of her ad­ 
vantages to pleaie either England or Aus­ 
tria. 
Immediately following the official pub­ 
lication of the terms of the treaty, howev­ 
er, both Powers must define their position, 
and is likely that March will come in de­ 
cidedly with the Lion of War or the Lamb 
of Peace. 
Among the war party the feeling of ang­ 
er and disappointment is intense, and, 
sbonld the terms ot the treaty be found to 
contain what bas heretofore been claimed, 
it is expected that a large wing of the con­ 
servative party will directly request Lord 
Derby's resignation, and that oi any other 
minister who may appose war with Russia, 
indeed, there seems to be a genuine war 
craze among one portion of the government 
supporters, and, (rom the manner in which 
they rave, one would imagine that Russia 
had actually committed some hostile act 
against England. 
As heretofore stated in my dispatches, 
however, Russia will probably insist upon 
ber terms, particularly the cession of the 
Turkish il.-tt. atter which the Conference 
can .again close the Dardanelles to war­ 
ships without soy remonstrance from Rus­ 
sia.

Shall the Silver Dollar be Restored ? 
To the Editor Dry Goods Bulletin, N. Y. 
The following very terse 
letter on 
“Shall the silver dollar be restored 7” we 
publish by request. It is a sharp letter on 
the Bland side of the question. 
I am one of those who believe that the sil­ 
ver dollar, which in 1873 was banished from 
our currency and destroyed, as a legal ten­ 
der in this country, ought to be at once re­ 
stored by the passage of the Bland Bill. 
“Do I wish to have 92 cents to pass for a 
dollar ?” I do not Nor do I wish to have 
110 cents pass for a dollar. The friends of 
the Bland Bul believe that the demonetiza­ 
tion oi the silver dollar reduced the market 
price of silver all over the world, and raised 
the market price of gold. They believe 
that by destroying the money function of 
stiver, and driving at least $300,000,000 or 
it out of circulation in Germany and this 
country, silver fell three or four per cent, 
and that gold, under the increased demand, 
rose three or tour per cent. And they be­ 
lieve that if the United States were now to 
coin silver extensively, it would restore the 
normal relations, so that a silver dollar of 
412j£ grains, and a gold dollar of 25% 
grains, would be interchangeable. They 
believe that the passage of the Bland Bill 
woald bring silver up to gold in six months; 
and this belief is shared by Bagehat in 
England, and David A. Wells in America 
—both very high financial authority, and 
bo lh opposed to silver. 
“Do I wish to inflate the currency?” I 
do nut. It is impossible to inflate with 
real money. Silver is not a representa­ 
tion of money, it Is money. 
It is not a 
pledge of property, it is property. Paper 
is inflation. Money is wealth, and aa in - 
crease of silver coins can no more make 
ibe nation poorer, than an increase of the 
wheat crop. 
If $1,000,000,000 in silver 
could be delivered In Washington to-mor­ 
row, this nation would be just so much 
richer. No community ever yet had too 
much real money ; and the times when 
money was plumiest was the time when 
(be human race was the freest, the most 
comfortable and the 
happiest. 
When 
Roman glory was at its height, the com­ 
mercial world had $1,500,000,000 of gold 
and silver; but man became luxurious and 
lazy, and the amount of money declined, 
till, in HOO, there were but $100,000,000 in 
the world, and man was at the (depth of 
servitude, ignorance and degredation. 
“ Do I wish to repudiate the National 
debt ?” Now: I woald pay that debt to its 
uttermost farthing. I would admit, if you 
please, that the bond purchasers were all 
virtuous, unselfish and patriotic. 
I would 
pay every dollar according to contract. 
"Very well,” you say, "the contract calls 
for gold.” Oh, no. The bonds themselves 
do uot even call tor silver. 
The coupons 
were made payable in “coin”—which may 
mean either gold or silver—bat the face 
promises to pay only " 
dollars lawful 
money.” That might mean paper. Indeed, 
Secretary Sherman — then Ciena tor—de­ 
clared that it did mean paper; that the 
bonds were legally and properly payable in 
paper. And so many other prominent 
men held. 
“But the purchasers paid gold for them, 
and should receive gold.” Ob, na The 
purchasers paid paper money for them, at 
the rate of 50‘. 60 and 70 cents on a dollar. 
For $2,000,000,000 worth of bonds they 
patd4750,000,000 less than their face. But 
the country felt liberal and grateful, and 
passed a law In 1869, agreeing to redeem 
all the bonds in coin which was the aland- 
ard at the tune.” 
This meant gold dollars 
of 25% grains, or silver dollars of 412# 
grains, and the nation had its option. No 
law was ever passed, no authorization or­ 
der ever issued, promising to pay them In 
gold. No mao can show one. 
We ought 
to redeem our bonds according to the spir­ 
it and letter of the contract. 
Who so pro­ 
poses to degrade silver—an American sta­ 
ple, for the purpose of appreciating the 
price of gold—an English staple—inflicts 
a grievous outrage upoa a suffering, hon­ 
est, and debt-burdened people.

The Mints Preparing for Silver. 
Washington Dispatch to the Cincinnati 
quiver. 
The Director of the Mint’s Depoty, in 
the absence of his chief, said to-day that 
toe die for the new silver dollar had been 
prepared, but is now being slightly altered, 
and impressions for the new die are daily 
expected. He says Linderm&n proposes to 
get to work immediately after the passage 
of the Silver bill, and in three weeks after 
can begin coinage at the rate of $1,000,000 
a month at a start, and soon increase this 
production to $2,000,000 per month it the 
mints are worked with two sets of hands 
day and night. It is Lioderman’s opinion 
that they can turnout $o0,000,000 per year 
when tairly under way. it will take two 
weeks to get the dies, etc., to Carson City 
and placed in position. He says there can 
be no more machinery put in the Carson 
City Mint, because the building is lull; the 
Mint can coin no more pieces than it now 
does, but can use the dollar die instead of 
the quarter.
